But, for the most part it is 
quiet and serene. At the begin-

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 8—(INS)—Ninetgen air- 
men were killed and two others critically injured Sunday 
when their twin-engined “funeral” plane crashed into a

men—apparently were killed in- 
stantly. Fourteen of the victims 
were residents of Charleston. 


The two survivors were found 
near the wreckage, both tempo- 
rarily blinded. One was uncon- 
scious. The other told rescue- 
bound neighbors: 

“Get us a priest. Get us a min- 
ister.” 

Authorities said the airmen, 
members of the 123rd Fighter- 
Bomber Wing’s 167th Fighter 
Squadron, were en route to 
Charleston at the time of the 
crash to serve as an honor escort 
at the funeral of a fellow squad-

Leaflets scattered from aircraft 
at night have urged: “Bulgarians.

(The Communist regime 
calls itself the “Fatherland 
Front.” ) 


They warn Bulgarian peasants’ 


that the Kremlin is seeking to de- 
gtroy their unity in order to ex- 
ploit them; that false statistics are 
published on production by the 
Sofia regime, while “kulaks” and 
“bourgeois elements” are blamed 
for shortages. Peasants are urged 
to refrain from joining collectives 
because “we know that a kulkhoz 
(collective farm) is a prison... 
the whole object is to make us 
slaves.” — 

Similar brochures have been 
dropped in Albania over all the 
main towns, overstamped with 
the double eagle insignia of the 
Free Albanian Committee, warn- 
ing that the present Tirana regime 
seeks to enslave them. No radio 
— is mentioned in the Al- 

anian leaflets. However, an un- 
known number of parachuted 
agents have landed in that tiny 
country’s mountains. 


YAKS ON SCENE 

As a result the Soviet Union has 
sent some new Yak fighter egg 
to Tirana airfield, presumably in 
hopes they can shoot down foreign 
aircraft. Meanwhile, restive Al- 
banian tribes are in such a dis- 
satisfied condition that Lt. Gen. 
Mehmet Shehu, Premier Enver 
Hoxha’s interior minister and the 
country’s real strong man, has 
started a nationwide punitive ex- 
pedition. 

There is suspicion in some 
quarters that this new psychologi- 
eal warfare campaign is being 
conducted by United States and 
British organizations in co-opera- 
tion with emigre Balkan move- 
ments. However, to date some 
amateurishness has been detected 
in actual operations. Two para- 
chutists designated for Albania 
were by mistake landed gn Yugo- 
slav territory in Macedonia and 
seized by the Belgrade regime. 
Several thousand brochures in the 
Bulgarian language were dropped 
by error in Eastern Yugolavia. 

- This had led some Yugoslavs to 
the conclusion that. these opera- 
tions are in reality the result of 
penetration of Occidental intelli- 
gence services by Soviet agents 
bent on stirring up Balkan trou- 
ble to provide Moscéw with an 
extuse for “intervention” against 
Belgrade. They argue that during 
the war, when the British and 
Americans were sending airborne 
aid to Marshal Tito, they pin- 
pointed their drops—which has 
not been.the case in the instances 
cited above. 


CHARGES AGAINST WEST 


They further argue that the re-. 


eent bomb explosion at the Soviet 
legation in Tirana was probably 
brought about by a Moscow agent 
provocateur. :

Jerusalem had been the worship center of Israel since the days 
of Joshua. Successive temples marked that ancient city as sym- 
bolic in the worship of a people. Generations had gathered to wor- 
ship and to hope. 


The scene upon which we look in the twenty-fourth Chap- 
ter of Luke’s gospel is not one of hope, but one of bewilder- 
ment, as we see two men, representative of many people who 
had listened for three years to the teachings of a man from 
Nazareth. This man had done them good. His work had en- 
couraged them. His miracles of healing had cured many. His 
interpretation of Ged as a Father of love had heightened their 
hopes and strengthened their faith. Some had dared hope that 
it was He who should redeem Israel, according to ie — 


As the two characters in this scene jour- 
neyed from Jerusalem to a little village seven 
miles away called Emmaus, they discussed the 
events of the past few days. Their teacher had 
been put to death, their temple veil had been 
mysteriously rent in twain, darkness had come 
upon the earth, and tombs had been opened. 
Never again-would the temple or the Holy City 
be the same to those who had been there that day. 

To these two, and many others, religion 
had become a disappointment, a delusion, 
an empty thing. As they walked away from 
Jerusalem, they were symbolically turning 
their backs upon all that represented their | 
hepe for communion with God. 

This is a dismal picture of frustration as ev. N. G. Barron 
these two walked the weary road of doubt. The picture has been 
reproduced in the lives of countless thousands through the years. 


For Cleopas and his friend this darkening picture does not 
fade into twilight because as they walked and talked together, 
a stranger drew near and joined them. Beginning from Moses 
and the prophets, He interpreted te them all the things In the 
Scriptures that concerned Himself. 


We are told that when He had sat down with them to meat, 
He took the bread and blessed it, breaking and giving it to them. 
And their eyes were opened and they knew Him. Then He vanished. 


What then? They forgot the confusion of their thoughts, 
the weariness of the journey, the disillusionment of Jerusalem 
and all that had taken place therein. They rose up that very 
hour and returned to Jerusalem and found the 11 and others 
and reported the truth that changes men’s hearts, “The Lord 
is risen, indeed.” 


The road back was one of joy and certainty. Jerusalem was 
changed. They were changed. They were not going back to the 
temple, but to give a testimony: not back to liturgy, but to life. 

In our post-Easter days of 1951, do we say that we have com- 
pleted the observation of a holy person and settle ourselves to 
days of lackadaisical indifference? Do we walk away from Jerusa- 
lem, our place of worship in despair, or do we come back after 
the reminder of His living presence to witness His power, forgive- 
ness and love in the spirit in which the New Testament church 
was founded in those first post-Easter days? 

God grant that all of us who call ourselves Christian may 
take the road of evangelism back and witness of Him who is the 
hope of the world.

The Committee’s Signals Were Mixed 


The House Appropriation Committee’s 
indictment of Government agencies gen- 
erally on the charge of waste and ineffi- 
ciency is an accurate one. Certainly non- 
defense branches must cut down on spend- 
ing if the country is to retain a sound 
economy in time of a military emergency. 

But the Committee obviously got its 
signals mixed when it reduced by 90 per 
cent the supplemental appropriations for 
the Voice of America. 3 

There is no more vital link in the de- 
fense chain tharf the need for broadcast- 
ing the truth to enslaved peoples of Eu- 
rope and Asia. The 13 radio stations which 


' the Information Program proposes to add

are necessary to assure that the voice of 
truth is able to match the voice of deceit 
which drones on from Moscow 24 hours a 
day in scores of different languages. 
Objections of the Committee that pro- 
posals for location of some of the radio 


stations were vague are hardly valid ob- 
jections. The information program has 
been so kicked about ever since its incep- 
tion that those directing it have found 
from experience that it too often is futile 
to go to the expense and trouble of making 
detailed plans until the money is assured. 

The Committee said its members whole- 
heartedly are in favor of the Voice of 
America but complained the program has 
developed too slowly. If that be the case, 
the more logical approach would have 
been to attempt to determine the cause of 
the trouble and seek, by helpful assist- 
ance, to remedy it. Certainly an arbitrary 
cut in the Voice’s funds will not accom- 
plish the speedup the Committee claims 
it wants. 

We hope the Committee will keep on 
scanning expenditures closely, but that it 
will make clear distinction between de- 
fense and nondefense spending. 


A Little Crowing Is in Order 


Though higher tax rates obviously ac- 
count for a bs ortion of the increase, Geor- 
gia’s record-breaking $173,000,000 in Fed- 
eral income tax payments during the first 
three months of this year also offer con- 
clusive proof the State’s economy is hit- 
ting a new high in development. 

More industry and more businesses are 
moving into Georgia and the people are 
enjoying higher incomes than ever before. 

. The percentage of the increase in tax 
payments is far higher than the percentage 


of the tax rise put into effect last fall. 
Prospects for the future are even 
brighter. New defense industries are just 
beginning to get going. Military installa- 
tions will be expanded. The market for 
farm products, at good prices, is growing 
by leaps and bounds. Livestock and grass 
keep on replacing row crops as the main 
source of agricultural income in the State.

The Courts Are No Respecters of Persons 


It may be unprecedented that a cabinet 
officer and other officials of the Govern- 
ment, including the Solicitor General, be 
cited for contempt of court, but there cer- 
tainly is nothing wrong with the citation 
if they have declined to obey a court order. 

Neither does it matter that the Gov- 
ernment’s action in the case involving the 
Dollar Steamship Lines, for which Secre- 
tary of Commerce Sawyer and other offi- 
cials were held in contempt, was at the 
direction of the President. Judge Bennett 
Champ Clark, himself a personal friend 
of Mr. Truman, effectively disposed of that 
argument when he declared the President 
has no more standing in his court than 
any other citizen. “He has no right to in- 


fluence litigation,” the Judge said em- 
phatically. 

Thoughtful citizens must agree. The 
integrity of fhe judicial system and the 
administration of justice are not to be 
tampered with, whatever the merits of the 
Government's case. 

The legal battle over control of the 
Dollar Steamship Lines is a long and in- 
volved one and the public has no interest 
in its technicalities. 

But the people are interested in the in- 
dependence of the courts and they will 
applaud the Court of Appeals’ determina- 
tion to administer justice impartially and 
without regard to the official position of 
those affected. 


The Danger’s Greatest at Home 


According to The Dade County Times, 
there are 167 men from that county in the 
Armed Forces. Of this group not one has 
been killed in war. 

But recently three young Dade Coyn- 


tans, all registered for the draft but not 
yet inducted, have been killed right there 


at home—in automobile accidents. 

The moral? There is something worse 
than war, and just as needless, that is tak- 
ing the lives of young Americans. 

These fatal accidents are a sad com- 
mentary on the progress of our fight for 
highway safety.

The President 
‘Tangles With Daniels 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has repu- 

diated an article in the current issue of Collier’s 

$ magazine by Jonathan Daniels, Raleigh, N. C., 

editor aad former White House aide, attributing to him plans for 

seeking legislation to impose a 12-year limitation on the tenure 
of Congressmen and Senators. 

In a statement issued by White House Secretary Joseph Short, 
it was admitted that the subject of the Daniels article had been 
discussed by the President and the writer “a long time ago in a 
casual, joking way during a private, contiaantiel conversation.” 
But it was insisted in behalf of the President that he “never has 
considered the subject seriously and certainly- has no intention 
of making any such proposal now or later... as long as he is 
President.” 

One part of the reform attributed to the President was to 
have terms of House members increased from two to four years, 
making their elections coincide with that of the President, but 


limited to three terms. 


Mr. Daniels is an old and respected favorite at the 
White House, having served as Presidential aide 
under both the Roosevelt and the Truman Administrations. It 
must have been with some reluctance, therefore, that Mr. Truman 
felt compelled to repudiate his article. The reasons for this seem 
apparent. 

Had he confined his article to the thesis that Mr. Truman felt 
favorably disposed to the reforms suggested, it probably would 
Where 
he got the President into hot water was in drawing up a list of 
the Senators and Congressmen who would be affected by the pro- 
posed 12-year limitation in service. 

The list, for example, includes such names as Senators Mc- 
Kellar of Tennessee, George of Georgia, Hayden of Arizona, Con- 
nally of Texas, Byrd of Virginia, Russell of Georgia, Pat Mc- 
Carran of Nevada, O’Mahoney of Wyoming, Murray of Montana, 
Ellender of Louisiana, Johnson of Colorado, Hill of Alabama, ‘and 
Bridges of New Hampshire—all Democrats but. one, Bridges.

Even though Mr. Truman might like to get 
rid of some of those mentioned, he could ill afford to seek to do it 
in this way. Such a proposal, if formally made by the White 


House, would immediately stir up a hornet’s nest’ against the 


President. He is having difficulties enough with Congress as it is. 


Reservation sLhe White House repudiation seemed to have 

one interesting reservation in it. Press Secre- 
tary Short’s statement had this sentence: “I mean that as long as 
he is President, he will neither make nor support any such pro- 
posal,” which was positive enough. 

There has been talk, of course, of Mr. Truman toying with 
the idea of running for his old seat in the Senate from Missouri 
next year, instead of seeking a third White House term. If he 
should do that and is elected, as some believe he is likely to do, 
the way is left open for him to put forward reforms of the kind 
then as a Senator. Something about the White House statement 
seemed to have a bearing on this possibility. 

As for the changes suggested by Mr. Daniels in Congressional 
tenure and attributed to the President, there is nothing new about 
this. Various proposals of the kind have been made over the 
years. One of the latest was put forward a few years ago by 
former Rep. Wat Arnold of Missouri, who proposed amending the 
Constitution by limiting Congressional tenure of office to six 
years—one six-year term for Senators and three two-year terms 
for House members. It never got to first base. 

Congress was willing to submit a constitutional amendment 
limiting Presidents to two terms, but it is hardly likely to do the 
same thing to itself.

Ho-Hum, the Oil Lobby Again 


WASHINGTON—Big oil again is busy trying to break down the regulatory 

- authority over natural- gas vested by Congress in the Federal Power Commission 

to protect gas consumers, now numbering over 40,000,000 throughout the country, 

In a motion filed with the commission, Phillips Petroleum Company of Bartles- 

ville, Okla., ninth largest in the nation, is challenging FPC’s authority over rates 

for natural gas it charges for pipe lines it serves. This is directed specifically at 

the FPC inquiry ordered two and a half years ago into alleged excessive prices charged by Phillips 
to the Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe Line Company that serves the States ef Missouri, lowa, Wisconsin 


and Michigan. 


The action came just as the FPC inquiry 
finally was getting underway at Bartlesville after 
numerous delays and postponements. The FPC 
is being watched closely. For one thing, this 
action goes to the heart of its authority and af- 
fects the interests of consumers all over the na- 
tion beyond this particular case. For another, a 
majority in the FPC hitherto has exhibited con- 
siderable softness toward Phillips which, indeed, 
does have powerful political backing. 


Last December the commission tentatively 
approved the request of Phillips for a post- 
ponement for “the duration” of the national 
emergency, which the company asked on the 
ground that it would be too busy with de- 
fense work. This is a familiar excuse suc- 
cessfully used during the last war by big 
corporations involved in Justice Department 
antitrust suits. But the commission recanted 
subsequently under heavy public pressure 
and ordered the investigation to proceed. 


This came particularly from the State of 
Wisconsin and the city of Detroit. It was their 
complaints of excessive prices charged by Phil- 
lips to the Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe Line Com- 
pany that were responsible for the FPC’s origi- 
nal order of investigation on Nov, 2, 1948. 


Joining now in their demands that the FPC 
summarily dismiss the current Phillips motion 
and go forward with the investigation is Sen. 
Wiley (Rep., Wis.) who, in a letter to FPC Chair- 
man Mon Wallgren, sharply assailed the com- 
pany for its “devious strategy” in this 11th-hour 
move and also criticized the FPC, saying: 


“T do not want to prejudge a case or to be 
unfair, but it seems to me that the Federal 
Power Commission has throughout this whole 
case not behaved in a manner that would in- 
spire the confidence of the consumers of Wis- 
consin. On the contrary, it would appear, at least 
on the basis of evidence available to me thus far, 
that the commission has carried out its policies 
in a most questionable manner; that it does not 
evidence any keen desire to protect the average 
man from some apparently unscrupulous inter; 


exorbitant profits than they are about service to 
the public.” 


In this challenge Phillips obviously is acting 
also for other big oil companies generally, which, 
as the recent Federal Trade Commission report 
on interlocking directorates disclosed, are linked 
in a formidable web of common interest. Phil- 
lips, the report showed, had total assets in 1946, 
five years ago, of $332,000,000 and sales that year 
of $220,000,000. 


There is sought by this direct attack on 
FPC’s powers what big oil, which owns the 


bulk of natural gas reserves, failed to get 
when President Truman vetoed the bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Kerr (Dem., Okla.), himself 
a substantial oil man, to weaken the FPC’s 
regulatory authority over natural gas. Sen. 
Wiley foresaw the possibility of a long- 
drawn-out court battle. 


Worth noting is that while Phillips is making 
this attack on a Federal regulatory agency, it 
has at the same time sought and received very 
handsome benefits from another Federal agency, 
the’ National Production Authority. 


These benefits are in the form of certificates 
of convenience, which permit big tax write-offs 
for quick and easy amortization of so-called de- 
fense plant expansion to cost $19,620,275. This 
expansion program also covers their aviation 
alkylation facilities at Barger, Tex., and propane 
and butane facilities at Phillips, Tex. Phillips 
has pending five other applications for similarly 
generous amortization privileges covering plant 
expansion to cost $21,145,118, embracing natural 
gas facilities and two pipe lines at Bartlesville 
and natural gas facilities in Sherman and Bra- 
zoria Counties, Texas. Thus the taxpayer helps 
to finance this added plant capacity.

The Milk Situation Smells 


In The Clayton Tribune 


Very few things could have happened to this eounty that would have caused more upheavals 
among all the people than the recent order from Tom Linder, Commissioner of Agriculture, that 
the Nantahala Creamery, of Franklin, N. C., eould not sell any more milk in the eounty. The 
Nantahala Creamery had been supplying the schools, merchants, camps, drug stores and hotels 
with pasteurized milk for many years, and the recent order has deprived all these of the source of 


milk supply. 
The merchants and drug stores have bee 

meeting every day since the order went into 

effect and, by mutual arrangements, one of them 


goes to North Carolina and brings back a supply © 


which is distributed among them, which supplies 
their customers, but the creamery will not send 
their trucks down here with the milk. 

A story in The Atlanta Constitution reports 
Mr. Linder as saying, “The visit of his agents to 
the Nantahala Creamery grew out of a report 
from competing dairymen, Arrendale & Ezzard, 
in Tiger, near Clayton, that the North Carolina 
dairy was using powdered milk. ‘We caught the 
Arrendale &.Ezzard dairy with powdered milk, 
using it for buttermilk,’ Linder said, ‘and out of 
fairness, we had to inspect the Slagle dairy. He 
admitted to using powdered milk, too.” 

The Nantahala dairy has been furnishing milk 
to this county for more than 20 years and ac- 
cording to their statement a few days ago they 
had been adjudged by the North Carolina au- 
thorities and the Federal authorities as being 
one of the topmost dairies in this section of the 
country. 


If this order from the Commissioner of 
Agriculture cannot be lifted in some way it 
will tend to destroy the source of milk for 
the schools, hotels, camps, drug stores and 
private homes of the county, and at present 
there is no available source from which an 
adequate supply of milk can be had. 


The Nantahala Creamery is bringing into 
Rabun County about 100 gallons of milk per day 


at this time and in the Summertime that amount 
would likely be doubled. At the same time the 
North Carolina dairies are buying several hun- 
dred gallons of milk from Rabun County dairy- 
men and should they retaliate by refusing to 
buy milk from the local dairymen, it would 
bankrupt the dairymen of this county and seri- 
ously cripple the Rabun Gap-Nacoochee School, 
which pays a large percentage of their operating 
expenses from their dairy. : 


To the people of this county, who are 
living right here on the North Carolina line, 
the whole thing smells badly. We know the 
dairy at Nantahala and we know that it is 
one of the best in the country, and that they 
are meeting all the requirements of the pure 
food laws of North Carolina and the Federal 
Government and for our own’ Georgia au- 
thorities to say that we cannot have milk, 
just because the Georgia authorities want toe 
get even with the North Carolina authorities 
for something or other, it does not set well 
with us. | 


Right at this time the State Agricultural au- 
thorities are planning to build a large Farmers’ 
Market at Dillard, which necessarily will have 
to be largely supported by the North Carolina 
farmers in conjunction with the Georgia farm- 
ers all along down the Tennessee Valley, who 
have so many things in common that for one 
State to be at war with the other, over trivial 
matters, destroys the goose that lays the golden 
eggs.

Friends 
of the management grabbed up most of the photo- 
stats, but there had to be three for the press 
associations which the committee didn’t dare 
withhold. They knew that if they tried to keep 
the record away from them the fat would be in 
the fire. On the other hand, they knew that such 
a long and complex record would never get 
thorough treatment on the busy wires. 


They were right and they' were having a good 
time as I chased all over the hill for a copy of 
the official text of an inquiry which I had 
touched off some months before. Nobody knew 
who got the dozen copies that were dumped on 
the table in the Capitol. Nobody knew where 
I could get one. Not even Charlie Halleck, the 
Republican on the committee, could get one: or 
tell me where to try. .

Guiding Key 
To Children 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


It seems almost obvious to say 


that understanding is the begin- 
ning of wisdom. Actually, I can’t 
imagine being very wise with 
children without understanding 
—¢either intuitively or more de- 
liberately. 


Now if we think about it rath- 
er thoroughly, we'll find that 
there are two kinds of under- 
standing we parents need to 
gain, if wise action is to follow. 


There is, first: the understand- 
ing which concerns itself with 
the general nature of childhood, 
which finds out how children in 
general grow and develop phys- 
ically and mentally and emo- 
tionally. This kind of under- 
standing gives us an explanation 
of why they act as they do. It 
also performs that other impor- 
tant work for us: leading us to 
know what to expect of our 
children as they grow. 


And second: there’s the kind 
of understanding that concerns 


itself with our individual child | 


~—with that child who is the 
product not only of nature, but 
of his ancestors—his parents and 
grandparents affected by the cir- 
cumstances into which life has 
set him. 

So, if understanding should 
lead to wise handling, what is 
wise handling or management? 
It may be any one of these three 
procedures: 

That, is first: you may need 
to tactfully make an effort to 
change your child's attitude or 
behavior. Second: you may need 
to modify it slightly. Third: you 
may need to do nothing at all 
because you can do nothing at 
all except stand by, loyally and 
lovingly, until the rough going 
is over.
